TITLE III--GENERAL PROVISIONS

Sec, 301, Unless otherwise specifically provided, the maximm amount
allowable during the current fisecal year, in accordance with section 16 of
the Aot of August 2, 1946 (5 U, S. C. 78), for the purchase of any passenger
motor vehicle (exclusive of busses, ambulances, and station wagons), is
hereby fixed at $1,400.

Sec. 304, No part of any appropriation for the current fiscal year
contained in this or any other Act shall be paid to any person for the filling
of any position for which he or she has been nominated after the Senate has
voted not to approve of the nomination of said person,

Sec, 305, No part of any appropriation contained in this or any other
Act shall be used to pay in excess of $4 per volume for the current and
future volumes of the United States Code Annotated and such volumes shall be
purchased on condition and with the understanding that latest published
cumulative annuel pocket parts issued prior to the date of purchase shall be
furnished free of charge, or in sxcess of $4,.25 per volume for the current
or future volumes of the Lifetime Federal Digest,
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
